Wllmot High School, owned by the 
Krade acliool district ^fo| 9, was rased 
e«rly Sunday morning by a flro 
which fnom all appearances had 
hoen aoL H. W. Smdth, Wisconsin 
building Inspector, met Tuesday 
morning with the district and town* 
ship school boards to mako plans for 
ncooramodating the. classes during 
the remainder of the school year. 

Frie hi the Union ^Free High School 
at Wllmot Grade School building 
was discovered by Frod Ganger, local 
blacksmith, a few minutes beforo Ave 
o'clock New Year's morning. At the 
samo time ho wob r.eportlng tho flro 
by telephone, Mr, and Mrs. John 
AV'lrtz, who live across from the 
school building arrived at the tele- 
phone ofllce to call for help. Resl- 
donts who first arrived at the build- 
ing, Fred C/auger, John Sutcllffe, and 
Lloyd Stoxen report the fire was lo- 
cated nt the south front of tho build- 
ing and tho door glassos of tho south 
door broken^ open windows Into the 
primary and graded rooms. Although 
tho flro Is of undetermlnablo origin, 
a strong feeling that It was delib- 
erately set prevails throughout the 
community. 

According to plans made Tuesday 
morning, the gymnasium will be 
used temporarily for the classes. The 
stage win be partitioned off for a 
classroom, a class room made on the 
balcony, and u number of rooms will 
be built In the basetnent.

'92O,0!0O in Insurance on tho 
building and f 20 00 on 'equipment was 
carried. 

Leased to High School 

The building was owned by Dis- 
trict No. 9 Graded School and leased 
at a: rental of S750 a year to tho High 
School Board. The lease still has a 
term of seven years to run. The 
gymnasium was a separate ten thous- 
and dollar building raised from funds 
donated by the Women of the West 
Kenosha County Fair district and tax 
assessments on both the Graded and 
High School dlBtricU. Whether the 
buildings to be erected will again 
hold the combined schools or If they 
are to be erected separately Is still 
to be decided. ' 

High School Principal M. M.

According to Information received 
from the Illinois Homo So rv fee De- 
partment Headquarters of The Sal- 
vation Army In Chicago, membership 
cards for the 193i,Home Service Ap- 
peal were mallod- last week, to l*t 
parsons In' Antloch, accompunlid by 
a Christmas letter and a g&ioral 
brief covering the Army's activltleH 
during tho fiscal year, ending Bep< 
tembor 30th, 1932. 

The brief covering only the Chi- 
cago Territory, shows a tremondouH 
Increase over the same period of the 
year previous. It states that 4,697,- 
148 meals were served and 1.675,863 
beds were provided homeless men In 
the five Army Shelters In Chicago. 
These nien come from every county 
In the State and besides giving tbom 
food and lodging, and furnishing 
them with clothing and shoes, the 
Army has provided daily recreation 
and wholesome entertainment; and 
has found employment for 5,840^ 

Tho Home Service. Department 
does not publish statistics for each 
county, primarily because It does not 
desire to draw comiparisons between 
the various counties which It serves 
nnd also because the amounts col- 
lected from the counties In .'the an- 
nual Home Service appeals would not 
warrant this addltlonat expenditure. 

Some idea, of the s(ate wlde.servlce. 
Is shown In one item alone: the fig- 
ures for tho maternity service In the 
Women's Home and Hospital. The 
report states 283 unwed mothers and 
223 babies were cared for In Chicago, 
while the service for those outside, bf 
Cook County Included 2.189 girls and 
1.224 babies— a little less than. 60 per 
cent of the girls were awaltlnjr the 
.birth of their babies when this re- 
port was compiled. ■ '

Meat scraps can easily bo dreased 
up for serving when used In baked 
dish combinations. American Chop 
Suey, a favorite with most children, 
la made of macaroni or spaghetti, a 
allver of onion for flavoring, ground 
meat scraps, and strained or plain 
tomatoes. 

\ A box of macaroni requires about 
three cups of juicy, cooked toma- 
toes. The macaroni should bo cooked 
first then placed In a casserole. If 
there are no meat scraps, ground 
round steak may be used, but It must 
be flrat fried until almost done. 
This Is a short time dish requiring 
only about an hour In the oven, and 
If the meat Is well cocked, a half 
hour will do. although It will not 
brown across the top In that time. 
Cheeae or left lover gravy may also 
be added for Haroring. If rice Is pre- 
ferred It con be substituted for the 
macaroni. 

Sausages Hidden In Oreailno 
A good dish for a cold day when 
the children havo been sliding, or 
perhaps you've been out of doors 
yourself, Is pork sausage baked In a 
casserole of dressing, such as you 
make for stuffing fowls. The sau-

In 
a pan of hot water. I^t It alriimor 
slowly for olght hours. Dottle 
when cold nnd keep In a cold dry 
place. 

^Por those who care for quince 
there Is tho recipe for Sambal, 
Malay Chutney. Pool and quarter 
threo quinces, nttt wholly ripe, add 
one onion, pepper, salt and n 
green chilli popper, put all 
through the , meat grinder and 
serve with a roast. 
Engllah Chutney Is an excellent 
recipe to save for the tomato sea- 
eton. Chop a half pound of ripe 
tomatoes, add a teaapponful of 
aalt and mix. Chop 'a pound of 
tart apples, twelve, small onions, 
add one and ono-thlrd cupfuls of 
seeded ratelns. three largo green 
poppers nrid^ half a cupful of 
vinegar with two cupfuls of sugar, 
a teaspoonful of salt mixed with 
two toaspoonfuls of dry mustard. 
cool the vinegar and stir Inall the 
other Ingredlonu, stirring oc- 
casionally. After ten days tho 
chutney will he ready to use and 
will keep Indonnitely.
